.und Ho Sukeyuen, 27, uppeared on 
bail of $25 cach, and were repre= 
sented by Mr. Hinshing Lo, while 

“Mr. C, A. 3. Rusa ucted for Mrs. 
Pears. ' Detective Sergeant J. F. 
Scott was present for the police. 

Explaining why he had. cherized 
the Chinese instead of telling Mra. 
Pears to issue a summons against 
them as was the usual custom, Sub- 
Inspector T. McMahon, who had 
been on duty at the Water Police 
Station, said that about 10.35, Mrs. 
Pears and two European men came 
Into the charge room, followed by 
the tallor and his wife, 

Mrs. Pears complained of being 
nssaulted, and was Ino very nervous 
state. She was biceding from a cut 
on the bridge of her nose and sald 
she had internat palns, Her coat 
collar had been nearly torn off and 
her hand appearet to be bruised. 
The Chinese had slight abrasions on 
their faces, but no other sims of 
injury. After hearlng from both 
parties what had happened, he con- 
sidered the case serious enough to 
charge the defendants, <All three 
were sent to the Kowloon Hospital 
for medical examination. 

Mrs, Pears then grave evidence. 
She said that about 10.15 a.m, she 


hud been - crossing Hankow Road 
when a car coming down the ‘roa 

from the Stor ‘Theatre paonsed just 
In front of her, without sounding a 
horn, and ran over her left foot. 
She screamed, and the car stopped. 
‘The occupants, the tallor and his 
wife, toole no notice of her and just 
gat there, so she went up and touched 
hin on the shoulder and sald he was 
not ft to drivo a car. . 


Blows Exchanged 


She then walked off. Atter she 
had gone about 20 yards down the 
road, she heard someone running 
behind her, ond saw that it was the 
tailor, He was very excited and 
fpoke Jn broken English which she 
could not understand. Hts manner 
was most unpleasant, and she told 
him that she would not argue in the 
road and asked him to come to the 
pollee statlon and cettic it there, 

Then his wife came up, an 
smacked Mrs. Pears in the face. 
Mrs. Pears struck her back, where- 
upon the taflor hit her and said she 
must not sirike his wife. Again he 
hit her, and she kicked him on the 
shin to keep him off. 

The woman returned to the car, 
ond returned with two paper pack= 
nges containing a number of 10 cent 
pieces, which she threw into Mrs. 
Pears’ fnce, causing her nose to blecd. 

“She was very excited, like n tiger 
cat,” declared Mrs, Pears. 

In the meantime -the man had 
talcen his overcoat off, . 

Two European inch came up and 
tried unsuccessfully to stop the fight. 
Then Mr. J. C. Power drove up in 
his car, and getting out, told the de- 
{endants to stop. ~ * 

Instead, the womuan caught hold of 
Mrs, Pears' scarf and pulled, as if 
tryinit to strangle her, and her hus- | 
band hit Mrs. Pears again. An amah 
came up and caught hold of Mrs. 
Pears and then both the tailor and 
his wife struck her. 

Mrs. Pears endeavoured to pro- 
tect herself by holding on to the 
wife’s hair and pushing the amah 
away. Mr, Power seized the tailor, 
and eventually all parties went. to 
the police station--Mrs. Penors in Mr. 
Power's car, and the defendants in 


‘thelr car, the number of which had 


been taken down.

Chuen Chow Boarded - 
By Japanese 


_En route from Macao to Hongkong, 
the s.s..Chuen Chow was stopped at 
9.30 am. yesterday mornitg by 
Japanese destroyer No. 23, which has 
been cruising in South China waters 
for some time. Six men—a lleuten- 
ant, two petty officers, and three 
saflors—boarded the passenger vessel, 
while the destroyer lay 150 yards off 
the starboard bow, Its guns trained 
upon the defenscless Chuen Chow. 
After a scarch had been made of the 
ship and its cargo, .the Japanese 
Neutenant in charge spent a full 
twenty minutes inspecting very care- 
fully all the ship papers, 


Captain Thomas Brown, com! 
mander of the Chuen Chow, stated 
that the Japanese wished to ascertain 
the * ownership of the vessel. 
“Lucldly,” he said, “the Chuen Chow 
has always been British-owned.” 
Captain Brown went on to say that 
alt Chineserowned pnssenger vessels 
were being conflscated as well as 
those which had been Chinese-owned 
but had been transferred to British 
ownership at the outbreal: of Sino~ 
Capanese hostilities: “Several ships,’ 
he continued, “had already been 
seized by the Japanese.” 


Chinese passengers, particularly 
those crowded into the second and 
third class accommodations, were 
quite nervous as the moustached 
Japanese stalked about on their tour 
of inspection. The first class passen- 
gers were both angry and curious as 
they edged on to the bridge to watch 
the Heu-lin-charge go over the ship's 
papers.

The: annual meeting of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation is much more 
than an opportunity for present- 
ing sharcholders with a state- 
ment ‘of its financial achieve- 
ments in the course. of twelve 
months: it is the occasion for 
an authoritative and searching 
unulysis of: political, economic 
and financial conditions in the

One 
such district was 20 miles south- 
west of Tientsin, A peasant muliiia

Influential members of the Naval 
Committee tola Umued Teas tO-uDy 
that they were of the opinion that a 
possible proposal to extend the inde- 
pendence sssuc in the Philippincs 
might encounter vigorous opposition 
in Congress os well os the Navy and 
War Departments.

GENERALS TESTIFY .
